Promises 

Changes 

Pledge to shake up Cabinet 
comes as violence kills 159 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The Shiite prime minister 
promised Sunday to reshuffle his Cabinet 
after rebuking lawmakers for disloyalty and 
blaming Sunni Muslims for the country’s 
raging sectarian conflict, which claimed 
at least 159 more lives Sunday including 35 
men blown apart as they 
waited to sign up for the 
police force. 

Among the unusually 
high number of dead were 
50 bodies found dumped 
behind a regional electri- 
cal company in Baqouba, 

35 miles northeast of 
Baghdad, and 25 others found scattered 
throughout the capital. 

Also Sunday, the country’s Sunni defense 
minister challenged Prime Minister Nouri 
al-Maliki’s contention that the U.S. military 
should quickly pull back into bases and let 
the Iraqi army take control of security coun- 
trywide. 

In the coming Cabinet shake-up, key 
lawmakers from al-Maliki’s Islamic Dawa 
Party said. Interior Minister Jawad al- 
Bolani was at the top of the list to lose his 
post because police and security forces were 
failing to rein in the unbridled sectarian kill- 
ing that has reached civil war proportions 
in Baghdad and the center of the country.

Navy to Help USS Intrepid 
Ship Get Free From Mud 

The Navy is coming to the rescue of 
one of its mightiest veterans, join- 
ing the operation to free the World 
War II aircraft carrier USS Intrepid 
from deep Hudson River mud that 
has blocked efforts to move the ship 
to a dry dock for renovation. A fleet of 
civilian tug boats tried last Monday to 
pull the ship out of the berth, but the 
carrier moved only a few feet before 
its propellers snagged in the 24 -year

Bush to Meet With Iraq Study Team 


White House leaders 
pledge new openness 
to fresh ideas on war 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Responding to ahum- 
bling election. White House aides 
said Sunday that President Bush 
would welcome new ideas about 
the unpopular war in Iraq, even 
from Democrats he had branded 
as soft on terrorism. 

As Bush planned to meet Mon- 
day with a key advisory group on 
the war, his advisers adopted a new 
tone, days after a dissatisfied public 
handed the White House a divided 


government. 

“Full speed ahead” in Iraq, as 
Vice President Dick Cheney put it 
in the final days of the campaign, 
was replaced by repeated calls for a 
“fresh perspective” and an acknowl- 
edgment that “nobody can be happy” 
with the situation in Iraq. 

Democrats, meanwhile, showed 
they were not all in accord on how to 
proceed in Iraq. Party leaders back a 
multifaceted approach to stabilizing 
the country, but lawmakers have not 
unified on when to bring troops home 
without risking more chaos. 

Sen. Carl Levin of Michigan, the 
incoming chairman of the Armed 


Services Committee, urged that 
U.S. troops begin coming home in 
phases within four months to six 
months. He and Sen. Joe Biden of 
Delaware, the incoming chairman 
ofthe Foreign Relations Committee, 
predicted many Republicans would 
support such a resolution now that 
the election is over. 

Led by former Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III and former Dem- 
ocratic Rep. Lee Hamilton, the group 
expects by year’s end to recommend 
a different course for peace and sta- 
bility in Iraq.

Olmert in U.S. for Talks 
On Iran, Palestinians 


Prime minister looks 
to make small moves 
on aid, U.S.-Israel ties 

WASHINGTON | Israek Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert has kicked off a five- 
day U.S. visit that aims to measure 
Washington’s thinking on the tense 
nuclear standoff with Iran, Israeli- 
Palestinian relations and the state of 
US.-Israeli ties following the recent 
elections. 

Iran’s nuclear ambitions were 
likely to dominate Olmert ’s Sun- 
day dinner with Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice and at a Monday 


meeting with President Bush. But he 
also arrived with expectations that 
he could make small-scale moves on 
the Palestinian front, including the 
possibility of offering humanitarian 
aid to the Palestinian people. 

While the U.S. has led interna- 
tional efforts to curb the Iranian 
nuclear program, Israelis are wor- 
ried that US. policy might soften fol- 
lowing the Democratic victories in 
congressional elections last week. 

The fear is that with American 
public opinion turning against the 
invasion of Iraq, Bush would be less

Biden 
to seek office, Feingold 
decides against a bid 

WAS H I N GTO N I Republican Sen. John 
McCain said Sunday he is taking the 
initial steps for a White House bid in 
2008, setting up a committee that 
allows a potential candidate to 
raise money and travel the country 
to gauge support. 

Democratic Sen. Joe Biden of 
Delaware reaffirmed his intention 
to seekhis party’s nomination, though 
an announcement about establishing 
an exploratory committee probably 
will not come until early next year. 

The anticipated wide-open cam- 
paign — for the first time since the 
1928 race, the field will not include 
a sitting president or vice president 
— lost one possible participant when 


Sen. Russ Feingold, D-Wis., decided 
against a long-shot run. 

McCain, R-Ariz., said he is mov- 


ing toward a 2008 bid by “doing 
things organizationally and legal- 
ly” but will not make a final deci- 


sion until early next year. 

McCain, considered the front- 
runner for his party’s presidential 
nomination, said he could create 
an exploratory committee as early 
as this week. 

“The important thing is we will 
not make a decision until I sit down 
with my family, but we will be pre- 
pared,” McCain said. 

GOP officials last week said 
McCain would set up an exploratory 
committee and has opened a bank 
account for the committee. On Sun- 
day, McCain characterized the moves 
as preliminary until he decides over 
the holidays about a possible bid. He 
unsuccessfully sought his party’s nomi- 
nation for president in 2000. 

McCain appeared on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” and Biden spoke 
on “This Week” on ABC on Sun- 
day.

NASA Tries to 
Regain Contact 
With Mars Craft 

LOS ANGELES I NASA’s Mars Glob- 
al Surveyor has been out of contact 
with Earth for nearly a week and 
engineers tried Friday to re-estab- 
lish communication with the craft, 
which maybe showing its age after 
10 years in space. 

The space agency’s Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena lost contact 
with the probe for two days last week, 
then received a weak carrier signal 
with no data on Sunday. Since then. 
Surveyor has not confirmed receiv- 
ing a command to point one of its 
transmitters to Earth. 

The Global Surveyor was 
launched on Nov. 7, 1996, to sys- 
tematically map Mars while orbit- 
ing the Red Planet. It has operat- 
ed longer than the other Martian

Memorial Honors 
Flight 587 Victims 


Relatives of passengers 
mark 5th anniversary 
of fatal N.Y. plane crash 

NEW YORK I Hundreds of relatives 
and friends of victims of one of the 
nation’s deadliest air accidents dedi- 
cated a memorial Sunday. 

More than 700 people, many of 
them of Dominican heritage, gath- 
ered on a foggy beachfront in the 
borough of Queens to lay flowers 
and look up the names of 265 loved 
ones killed when American Airlines 
Flight 587 crashed five years ago. 
Weeping relatives placed roses, 
wreaths and photographs into cut- 
out spaces in the curved memorial 
wall facing the ocean. 

“It’s something that we can come 
to and pray,” said Ana Lora, who 
placed a model car near the name 
of her car- collecting brother, Jose 
Francisco Lora. 

The memorial marks years of 


efforts to create a tangible remem- 
brance of the Nov. 12, 2001, crash, 
which killed all 260 people on board 
and another five in the quiet Queens 
neighborhood where the jet fell. The 
National Transportation Safety 
Board eventually determined that 
the tail of the Airbus A300 had fall- 
en off, and the agency blamed pilot 
error, inadequate pilot training and 
overly sensitive rudder controls. 

The disaster jarred a city still 
raw and fearful after the terrorist 
attacks on the World Trade Center 
just two months earlier. The loss 
was also felt heavily in the Domini- 
can Republic, where Flight 587 was 
bound from New York City. 

Designed by a Dominican art- 
ist, the $9.2 million memorial is 
a curved wall inscribed with the 
names of the dead. 

“Your ideas and your memories 
have been woven into it,” Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg told those gath- 
ered Sunday. Jennifer peltz (ap)

DHAKA, BANGLADESH 

Heated Electoral Protests 
Target Transportation Hubs 

Thousands of protesters demand- 
ing electoral reforms in Bangladesh 
targeted major transport links on 
Sunday, attacking trains and other 
vehicles and leaving at least one per- 
son dead, media reports and wit- 
nesses said. About 15,000 security 
officials deployed around Dhaka, 
the capital, which was largely cut 
off from the rest of the country by 
the blockades, ATN Bangla televi- 
sion reported, (ap) 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA 

Fighting Erupts Anew After 
Rejection of Peace Initiative 

Heavy fighting broke out in central 
Somalia on Sunday, a day after the 
transitional government rejected 
a peace initiative with the coun- 
try’s Islamic movement, officials 
said. Islamic militia captured the 
town of Bandiradley after claim- 
ing they came under attack from 
pro -government militia backed by 
Ethiopian troops near the border 
of the semiautonomous region of

Breakaway Province Holds 
New Vote on Independence 

Georgia’s breakaway province of 
South Ossetia voted Sunday in a 
referendum aimed at reaffirming 
its claim to independence — a vote 
that was likely to exacerbate tensions 
in the poor, ex-Soviet republic.

Insurgent activity 
sharply jumps in ’06,

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Insurgent 
activity in Afghanistan has risen 
fourfold this year, and militants 
now launch more than 600 attacks 
a month, a rising wave of violence 
that has resulted in 3,700 deaths in 
2006, a bleak new report released 
Sunday found. 

In the volatile border area near 
Pakistan, more than 20 Taliban mil- 
itants — and possibly as many as 60 


CAIRO, EGYPT I Pro -government 
militiamen launched new attacks 
in Sudan’s volatile Darfur region 
that may have killed at least a dozen 
people, international observers said 
Sunday. 

A coalition of Darfur rebel 
groups known as the National 


— were killed during several days of 
clashes, officials said Sunday. 

The new report said insur- 
gents were launching more than 
600 attacks a month as of the end 
of September, up from 300 a month 
at the end of March this year. The 
violence has killed more than 3,700 
people this year, it said. 

Afghanistan saw about 130 
insurgent attacks a month last year, 
said the report by the Joint Coor- 
dination and Monitoring Board, a 
body of Afghan and international 
officials charged with overseeing 
the implementation of the Afghan- 


Redemption Front said some 300 
janjaweed militiamen on camels and 
horseback raided the West Darfur 
town of Sirba on Saturday, backed 
by 18 military vehicles. 

“The attack resulted in 32 
dead, 18 injured including women 
and children,” the NRF said in a 


istan Compact, a five-year recon- 
struction and development blueprint 
signed in February. 

The report said that the rising 
drug trade in Afghanistan is fuel- 
ing the insurgency in four volatile 
southern provinces. The slow pace 
of development is contributing to 
popular disaffection and ineffec- 
tive implementation of the drug 
fight, it said. 

Afghanistan’s poppy crop, which 
is used to make heroin, increased 
by 59 percent in Afghanistan this 
past year.

Chinese 
Riot Over 
Boy’s Death 

Hospital reportedly 
mobbed to protest 
child’s medical care 

BEIJING I About 2,000 people 
mobbed a hospital in southwest 
China where a young boy died 
after his grandfather was sent 
away to raise money for the child’s 
treatment. At least 10 people were 
injured in fighting with police, a 
human rights organization said 
Sunday. 

The boy, who was about 3 years 
old, became sick after inadvertently 
swallowingfarm chemicals, but doc- 
tors at the facility in Sichuan prov- 
ince told his grandfather to raise 
more money for his treatment, the 
Hong Kong-based Information Cen- 
ter for Human Rights and Democ- 
racy said in a faxed statement. 

When the grandfather returned 
to the Guang’an City No. 2 People’s 
Hospital, the boy had died, the 
center said. It was not immediate- 
ly clear if any effort was made to 
treat the child. 

Residents demanded the hos- 
pital take responsibility and about 
2,000 gathered there Friday and 
clashed with police, leaving at least 
10 people injured, the rights group 
said. (AP)

Hamas Backs Bid for Talks 


Endorsement of Arab 
League’s eall for peaee 
eonference signals shift 

CAIRO, EGYPT | The Hamas-led Pal- 
estinian government agreed Sun- 
day to an international peace con- 
ference with Israel after the Arab 
League — angered by Israel’s mili- 
tary offensive in Gaza — voted to 
end a financial blockade on the 
Palestinians. 

Foreign Minister Mahmoud 
Zahar of Hamas endorsed a state- 
ment by Arab foreign ministers call- 
ing for the peace conference during 
a meeting in Cairo to respond to a 
U.S. veto of a U.N. Security Coun- 
cil resolution condemning the Gaza 
offensive. 


Zahar said the Palestinians had 
asked for the peace conference “in 
order to reach just and compre- 
hensive solutions.” The acceptance 
marked the first time the Hamas - 
led government has indicated it 
would consider making amends 
with the Jewish state. 

The West cut off millions of 
dollars in international aid and 
tax revenues to the Palestinians 
after Hamas took power in March 
in an effort to pressure the Islamic 
militant group to moderate its anti- 
Israel ideology. The U.S., Europe 
and Israel are demanding Hamas 
recognize Israel and renounce vio- 
lence. 

Mark Regev, a spokesman for 
Israel’s foreign ministry, said he was 
not aware of the conference propos- 


al. But he said Hamas could not be 
a party to talks with Israel unless it 
met the international community’s 
stipulations. “A multilateral confer- 
ence doesn’t make Hamas legiti- 
mate,” Regev said. 

Arab ministers also decided Sun- 
day to end a financial blockade on 
the Palestinians to show their anger 
over the U.S. veto in the Security 
Council on Saturday. 

The U.N. draft resolution would 
have condemned the Israeli offen- 
sive in Gaza that has killed more 
than 50 people recently and also 
demanded that Israeli troops pull 
out of the territory. 

U.S. Ambassador John Bolton 
said the Arab-backed resolution was 
“biased against Israel and politically 
motivated.” salah nasrawi (ap) 
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McDonald’s Firebombed in Oaxaca 


OAXACA, MEXICO I Four masked 
youths tossed gasoline bombs at 
a McDonald’s restaurant in the 
conflict-torn city of Oaxaca before 
dawn on Sunday, damaging the res- 
taurant, police said. 

Security personnel at the shop- 
ping center where the McDonald’s 
is located were able to extinguish 
the blaze and there were no injuries, 


said state police director Manuel 
Moreno Rivas. 

The restaurant is near a uni- 
versity where leftist protesters set 
up their headquarters last month 
after police drove them out of city’s 
main plaza, which they had occu- 
pied since May in a bid to force the 
resignation of the Oaxaca state gov- 
ernor. Activists attacked a Burger 


King restaurant in the same mall 
with gasoline bombs last week. 

Leaders ofthe movement, known 
as the Oaxaca People’s Assembly, 
denied their members were respon- 
sible for Sunday’s attack. 

McDonald’s was at the center of 
controversy here in 2002, after pro- 
tests forced the chain to abandon 
plans to open a franchise in Oaxaca’s 
main square, saying it would hurt 
the city’s cultural identity, (ap)

‘Kidney Bazaar’ Thrives in Pakistan

Poor resort to selling 
their organs in an 
effort to escape debt 

JANDALA, PAKISTAN iNassemKau- 
sar has done it. So, she says, have 
her sister, six brothers, five sisters- 
in-law and two nephews. 

Each has sold a kidney to a trade 
that has led Pakistan’s media to dub 
the country a “kidney bazaar.” 

“We do this because of our pov- 
erty,” said Kausar, who is in her 
30s and lives with her family in 
Sultanpur Mor, a village in east- 
ern Pakistan. 

A kidney nets the donor $2,500, 
but sometimes less than half that 
amount, while recipients — some 
2,000 a year — pay $6,000 to 
$12,000. 

Critics blame an economic 
system that enmeshes farmers in 
chronic debt, leading them to resort 
to selling their kidneys, and say the 
trade should be banned. The govern- 
ment says it is taking action. 

In the U.S., donating kidneys 


for money is banned. But the Bel- 
gium-based International Soci- 
ety of Nephrology has suggest- 
ed expanding the pool of kidney 
donors by legalizing payment of 
about $40,000 to donors. 

At least 20 transplant clinics 


exist in Pakistan, and 10 percent 
of the patients are foreigners, many 
from the Middle East and “one or 
two” from Europe, said Bakhsh Ali, 
an official at the Sindh Institute of 
Urology and Transplantation. 

The institute, a free transplant 


clinic run jointly by the govern- 
ment and private organizations, 
has joined the call for banning the 
sale of kidneys. 

The government has drafted 
legislation to “regulate” kidney 
transplants, monitor surgeries 
and “encourage family donors,” 
said Health Ministry official Athar 
Saeed Dil, who has helped draft the 
proposed law. 

The Sindh Institute’s Ali said 
donors need constant check-ups 
to keep their blood pressure and 
sugar under control and protect 
the remaining kidney. In Janda- 
la, another eastern village, kidney 
donors said they received no fol- 
low-up care. 

“I pant. I cannot run. I cannot 
pick up heavy things,” said Allah 
Yar, a 50 -year-old farmer who has 
suffered poor health for seven years 
since selling a kidney. The father 
of six said he needed to pay off a 
$3,000 loan to his landlord, but 
got only about $1,200 for his kid- 
ney, meaning he remains deep in

Ugandan Rebel 
Leader Meets 
With U.N. Official 

RI-KWANGBA, SUDAN | The U.N.’s top 
humanitarian official helicoptered 
to a jungle clearing on Sunday to 
meet with a Ugandan rebel leader 
accused of war crimes, but he failed 
to secure immediate freedom for 
women and children held captive 
by the insurgent group. 

The U.N.’s Jan Egeland wait- 
ed for two hours at the clearing 
in southern Sudan before meeting 
the Lord Resistance Army’s leader, 
Joseph Kony. 

Kony and Egeland exchanged 
a brief, formal handshake before 
speaking for 10 minutes. Egeland 
was seeking to secure the release of 
women and children enslaved by the 
group during its 20 -year conflict 
with the Ugandan government. 

But Kony denied that his forces 
are holding prisoners. 

“We don’t have any children,” 
he said in a brief press conference 
in the clearing just across Sudan’s 
border with Congo. “We only have 
combatants.” (ap)

University to include 
students and staff in 
choosing new leader 

WASHINGTON I Gallaudet Univer- 
sity is inviting faculty members, 
students, alumni and staff to offer 
feedback on the qualities they want 
in a new leader, following protests 
that led to the ouster of the incom- 
ing president, Jane K. Fernandes. 

The board of trustees extend- 


ed the invitation Saturday as the 
nation’s premier school for the deaf 
begins to decide on an interim pres- 
ident and how to restart the presi- 
dential search process. 

“The board was very attentive,” 
said Alexander Zernovoj, president 
of the Gallaudet Graduate Students 
Association.

Fernandes’ appointment was 


revoked last month after weeks of 
protests that, at times, shut down 
the campus. 

Protesters had complained Fer- 
nandes, Gallaudet’s former provost, 
was an ineffective leader and that she 
was not the best person to address 
a lack of diversity, declining enroll- 
ments and low graduation rates. 

They also said the board failed 
to consult with students and faculty 
members during the presidential

Eagles Turn Redskins Back Around 



Portis’ status uncertain

R E D S K I N S I The Philadelphia Eagles’ 
stale offense needed a couple tweaks 
to get going. A lucky break and some 
fresh ideas did the trick. 

Donovan McNabb threw 
an 84 -yard touchdown pass to 
Donte’ Stallworth, Sheldon Brown 
returned an interception 70 yards 
for a score and the Eagles snapped 
a three -game losing streak with a 
27-3 victory over the Washington 
Redskins on Sunday. 

It was a costly loss for the 
Redskins, who lost Clinton Por- 
tis to a broken right hand in the 
first quarter. It wasn’t immediately 
known how long Washington (3 - 6) 


would be without its star running 
back. Coach Joe Gibbs said Portis 
may require surgery. 

The Eagles (5-4) improved to 8- 
0 following a bye under Reid while 
earning their first win since beat- 
ing Dallas 38-24 in Terrell Owens’ 
return to Philadelphia on Oct. 8. 

McNabb completed 12 of 26 
passes for 222 yards. Stallworth had 
six catches for 139 yards and Brian 
Westbrook ran for 113 yards. 

The Eagles got a favorable 
bounce to take a 17- 0 lead in the sec- 
ond quarter. On third-and-15 from 
the Eagles 45, McNabb completed a 
20 -yard pass to Reggie Brown near 
the right sideline. Brown appeared 
to try to lateral the ball as he was 
being hit by Shawn Springs, but he 
actually fumbled. 

The ball popped straight into the 
arms of a streaking Correll Buck- 
halter, who caught it and sprinted 
37 yards down the sideline for a 
touchdown.

“It was a hook-and-lateral all the 
way. I’m sticking to my story,” Brown 
said with a smile before admitting 
he lost control of the ball. “I guess 
I didn’t have it secure.” 

The Redskins drove past mid- 
field on their first three possessions, 
but punted twice, and Nick Novak 
missed a 48 -yard field goal. 

Brunell finished l6-of-31 for 132 
yards and one interception. 

Philly’s defense kept the 
Redskins out of the end zone in a 
solid all-around effort. Ladell Betts 
had 83 yards rushing filling in for 
the injured Portis. 

‘We need to take a long, hard look 
at everything,” Gibbs said, (ap)

New technology turns 
a vehicle or boat into 
an Internet hot spot 

MOBILITY I When Stephen Devine 
drove with his family from their 
home in Massachusetts to New 
York City, he spent two frustrating 
hours trying to find a place to park 
his 9 -foot-high camper van, which 
won’t fit in most garages. 

In the end, his 17-year-old 
daughter found online a place for 
him to park — and she didn’t even 
have to leave the van to do it. 

Devine’s van is equipped with 
TracNet, a system that allows pas- 
sengers to access the Internet on a 
vehicle’s video screens. Launched 
in September by Middletown, R.L- 
based KVH Industries Inc., TracNet 
brings the Internet to the installed 
screens in a car, truck, RV or boat. 
It also turns the entire vehicle into a 
wireless hot spot, so passengers can 
use their laptops to go online. 

KVH also makes TracVision, 
which provides satellite TV service 
in vehicles and boats; TracPhone, 
a satellite communications ser- 
vice for boats; and precision nav- 
igation and guidance systems for 
the military. 


While TracNet is still very new, 
KVH spokesman Chris Watson said 
there has been interest from owners 
of recreational vehicles and boats. 
He also predicted the service would 
be a hit with car services. 

But KVH believes the demand 
has the potential to be much wider. 
Watson cited research by J.D. Power 
and Associates, which found that 
more than half of full-size sport util- 
ity vehicles, 40 percent of luxury 
SUVs and 40 percent of minivans 
now come with video screens. 

The current price is $1,995 for 
the automotive version of Trac- 
Net. The system operates on Veri- 
zon Wireless’ high-speed network, 
which costs another $60 to $80 a 
month. There is also a $10 month- 
ly charge for MSN TV, the service 
from Microsoft Corp. that brings 
the Internet to TV screens. 

An MSN TV portal provides 
access to e-mail, instant messag- 
ing, chat rooms and other features. 
While Web sites outside of the por- 
tal are fully accessible, most are not 
formatted correctly for TV screens. 
Another limitation is the system’s 
dependence on the Verizon network: 
Where there is no cell phone service, 
there won’t be any Internet access

The new James Bond 
rolls the dice and wins 
big in ‘Casino Royale’ 

FILM I Before a single frame of 
“Casino Royale” had been shot, 
actor Daniel Craig, the newest 
James Bond, was raked over the 
coals in the press. 

Craig, 38, was stunned at the vit- 
riolic reaction. After all, he’d been 


carefully chosen by “Casino’s” film- 
makers to reprise the character in 
an origins story based on Ian Flem- 
ing’s first Bond novel. (The materi- 
al was previously spoofed in a 1967 
feature that starred Peter Sellers, 
David Niven and Woody Allen.) 
Craig comes to the gig with more 
than two decades of experience, 
including the recent studio proj- 
ects “Munich” and “The Road to 
Perdition.” 


On the eve of the film’s release, 
Craig is pleased with how his first 
outing as Agent 007 turned out. 
With positive buzz surrounding 
“Casino Royale,” the 21st install- 
ment of the long-running franchise, 
he hopes to quash any remaining 
doubts about his suitability for 
the role. 

As excited as he was to play 
Bond, Craig was initially uncer- 
tain about wanting to tackle the 


role. “Why come and fill somebody’s 
shoes while we’re waiting for the 
next person to come along?” he 
recalls thinking. “It wouldn’t make 
any sense. The only way I could get 
involved is if we would be showing 
something different, showing a dif- 
ferent interpretation.” 

“Kingdom of Heaven’s” Eva 
Green plays Bond’s leading lady, 
the beautiful Vesper Lynd. Jeffrey 
Wright plays Felix Leiter, Bond’s ally 
in the CIA. Italian actor Giancarlo 
Giannini takes the role of Mathis, 
his contact in the British secret ser- 
vice. CaterinaMurino plays Solange, 
the beautiful married woman who 
succumbs to Bond’s charms. 

“Casino Royale” is chock-full 
of spectacular action sequences, 
exotic locations, beautiful women 
and fast cars. But “Casino Royale” 
is also grittier than many of the 
recent Bond installments, as 007 
relies more on his skills than on 
gadgets to get the job done. Craig 
insisted on doing many of his stunts. 
The athletic actor buffed up further 
by lifting weights. He also trained 
extensively with weapons. 

Craig says the most gruel- 
ing stunt was an extensive chase 
sequence that takes Bond vertical 
at a construction site. “I strained a 
few muscles,” he says with a shrug. 
“I wouldn’t classify myself as a pro- 
fessional athlete in any way, but I 
understand now a little bit more 
about how professional athletes 
are constantly working through 
pain.”

Cheap DVDs give a 
raw, inside look at 
street gang violence 

DVD I The camera lists and bobs in 
the dizzy, dancing camera style of 
MTV reality television before zoom- 
ing in on a posse in purple clustered 
in a corner of an infamously violent 
housing project. 

The footage is from a documen- 
tary called “Concrete Hell,” which 
aims — like a wave of other straight- 


to-DVD gang documentaries — to 
grant viewers intimate access to 
the gritty and violent underworld 
of America’s street gangs. 

“We’re gangsters here,” Red- 
mann, a bushy-haired member of 
the Grape Street set of the Crips 
street gang, tells viewers. “We live, 
die and eat this.” 

You won’t find “Concrete Hell” 
or other gang documentaries at the 
local Blockbuster. The $20 films are 
only for sale in swap meets, mom 
and pop record stores and Web

sites such as streetgangs.com and 
gangstadvd.com. 

Shot and edited using cheap 
equipment and pressed onto DVDs 
at home, “hood films” are the visual 
manifestation of gangsta rap: raw 
and sometimes violent snapshots of 
America’s gang-plagued ghettos. 

Formal sales figured are not 
available, since most DVDs are 
self-produced and distributed. 
But some filmmakers say they 
have sold thousands of copies.

TV I Hiro Nakamura, the glee- 
ful comic book geek who uttered 
the coolest lines in TV this fall 

— “Save the cheerleader, save the 
world” — is captivating audiences 
in true superhero fashion. With his 
childlike awe, indefatigable joy and 
amusing vocabulary slip-ups, Hiro 

— played by the equally jolly Masi 
Oka on NBC’s “Heroes” — is the 
first male character to break out 
this TV season.

Last week, viewers were exposed 
to a completely different Hiro who 
jumped in from the future speak- 
ing perfect English, wearing a long 
ponytail, carrying a sword and being 
oh-so-serious. 

“Future Hiro is harder for me 
because my personality lends more 
to present-day Hiro rather than the 
... sexy Hiro that is Future Hiro,” 
Oka said. 

“Part of why that character was 
invented was to carry the themes of 
the show,” Kring said. “It’s a clas- 
sic Shakespearean idea to give the 
perceived fool the most impor- 
tant and insightful comment.”

When Lucinda Hughes heard she 
would have to drink sea moss elixir 
while vacationing in the Bahamas, 
she was certain it would make her 
sick.

U.S.-funded station 
mixes music, news to 
attract Iranian youth 

A listener tuning in to Radio Farda 
for the first time might mistake it 
for an eclectic pop music station as 
it broadcasts the danceable beats of 
artists such as Madonna, Shania 
Twain and even Britney Spears. 

Stick around, however, and 
National Public Radio might come 
to mind, with a news anchor deliver- 
ing reports about Iran’s enrichment 
of uranium, Saddam Hussein’s trial 
and the 100th birthday of composer 
Dmitri Shostakovich. 

Since its launch in 2002, the 
U.S.-funded station — which beams 
a 24 -hour mix of pop music and 
news into Iran — has been criti- 
cized for veering away from Cold 
War- era international broadcasts 
that primarily served up a steady 
diet of hard news. The reviews from 
Iranians are mixed, too.

“I don’t care about its news,” 
said Hoda Soleimani, an student 
at Tehran University. “It’s only good 
to enjoy its music.” 

But those behind the mostly 
Persian-language station make no 
apologies for Radio Farda’s broader 
fare. And they’re seeking to increase 
the station’s $7 million budget as the 
Bush administration tries to pres- 
ent a friendlier view of America and 
pushes for Democracy in Iran. 

It’s all about knowing your audi- 
ence, said station consultant Bert 
Kleinman, who dubs Radio Farda’s 
approach “smart broadcasting.” In 
Iran, two -thirds of the population 
is believed to be under the age of 30, 
the demographic that holds the most 


hope for bringing about reform. 

“I don’t care where you go in the 
world; if you want to reach younger 
people, this is how you do it,” Klein- 
man said. 

From her office in Springfield, 


Va., producer Sara Valinejad keeps 
the playlist fresh by monitoring the 
latest songs played on Los Angeles- 
based satellite video channels serving 
Iran and adding them to the mix. 

Valinejad also sifts through hun- 



dreds of phone messages a day from 
callers in Iran expressing opinions 
about issues taboo in their country 
— nuclear weapons, Internet censor- 
ship and politics. The brief, interactive 
call-in feature, ‘What Do You Think,” 
airs once or twice an hour. 

“If you say something about the 
government in Iran, you end up in 
prison,” said Valinejad, 31, who left 
Iran for the United States about 11 
years ago. “But this show actually 
gives the message that you’re free, 
you can express yourself.” 

Music and other features take 
up nearly three-fourths of a typi- 
cal hour of programming. The idea 
is to hook listeners and keep them 
around for the news — Radio Far- 
da’s most important mission, said 
officials at Radio Free Europe and 
Voice of America, which jointly 
operate the station. 

That approach does not go far 
enough for some critics. 

Kenneth R. Timmerman, execu- 
tive director of the Bethesda, Md.- 
based Foundation for Democracy in 
Iran, wants Radio Farda shut down. 
He said the money should be used 
for more news — especially pro- 
gramming that educates Iranians 
about the corruption and brutality 
of their leaders. 

“They’re not putting out the quan- 
tity or quality of news that would be 
helpful in encouraging democracy,” 
Timmerman said, brian westley (ap)
